‘The Head Librarian is to the 
Library Department as the School 
Superintendent is to the School 
Department, Both answer to 
Boards for general policy, but 
their daily responsibility is enor- 
mous, In addition to the physical 
well-being of the library build- 
ing, its staff, its contents, and any 
members of the public while they 
are in it, there is an intangible 
but most important responsibility 
which calls for a Head Librarian 
to be accountable in great mea- 
sure for the intellectual welfare 
of the community served by the 
library. 

Granting there is a difference 
in the size of the Library and 
School Departments, and granting 
that his is Wilmington, not Utopia, 
I would suggest, if a comparison 
is to be made for salary purposes, 
that the job of Head Librarian 
equals in responsibilities that of 
a building and teaching principal 
in the Wilmington school system, 
In September 1963, the principal 
of the small Walker School was 
earning $7,400 a year. That is 
quite different from the $5,525 
maximum for a Head Librarian!
